Minister Sceretary YAuNOL miissioned witr tre affairs 
of tre Vice Foreign Minister, geve me tre following information 
about the situation at our initial talk today, 


Upon tre announcencnt of tre egreement, concluded between 
the Japenese and tre Frener Government conearning Indo-Ching 
the English Government hed defended Ltself in a srarp protes 
ageinst the argumcnt, which was delivered to the forner, thet 
Indo-Ctina's security is threatened by treat Britain, and 
declared thet e furtrer sdvance of Jenea in the Southwest 
Pecific would neccessarily lead to sericus consequences. Tre 
Government of the United States of jucriec dclivercd tre seme 
declaretion, 


YAMAIOTO did not contredict my remark thet botr govern- 
ments obvioisly put up with thc Japenese measures under protest 
and warning end limited t»enselves, at present, to economic 
reprissls, He strongly underlined trat Japan made the Anglo- 
Saxon powers very uneasy by rer nevwiy won position of power 
end trat sre ras strengthened rer pressure a great deal in 
favor of tre Axis povers. 


Tre mobilization works in tre same way, wrick is being 
carried through wit’ tre intention of destroying the Russien 
military forces in tre Far Last. Thre Soviet Government is 
officially reserved, but eccording to reliable informations 
is watching tre mobilizetion witr inercesing anxiety end wil 
hardly decide to move more troops to the West. When I, because 
of rumors, wrich SPIRsATORI, whom I visited again during the 
past days in *is plece of convalescence, bad pointed out to 
me as being serious, anticipatedly asked wretrer Japan intended 
to start rer ective advence with demends on tke Soviet Govern- 
ment, the Vicc Minister /Kcmark of the translator: Apparently 
&@ mistakc, s’ould be MINISTRY SECKETANY/ marked this way as 
tha best metrod of findirg a defcnsive excuse for e Russo- 
Jepancse attack in face cr tc neutrality agreement. Fe is 
personally trinking of demends of suck sharnness tat tre 
Sovict Government could not possibly be eble to accept trem 
wrereby te scemed to have territorial cessions in mind. In 
regard to my remark that to Sovict Government migrt then deley 
Japan's cntry into wer by delaying negotietions and in coopere 
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tion with tre progressive pressure of the Jnglo-Sexons, until 
the beginning of winter and trerceby perreps prevent it entirely, 
YAMAMOTO assertcd trot *“e porsonelly belicved trat ea quick 
cntry into war would be tho rig*t thinge 
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
